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That,  Whereas,  by  Section  L9a  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Act,  providing  for  the  valuation  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  of  the  properties  of  common  carrier,  it  is  provided 
that  "such  investigation  shall  show  the  value  of  its  property  in 
each  of  the  several  states  and  territories  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  classified  and  in  detail  as  herein  required";  and, 

Whereas,  the  Commission  in  its  valuation  reports  thus  far 
made  has  shown  the  values  of  properties  covered  by  such  reports 
in  each  case  as  a  whole  only,  and  has  failed  to  show  the  values 
thereof  "in  each  of  the  several  states  and  territories  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia" ;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Bureau  of  Valuation  of  said  Commission  has 
recommended  to  the  Commission  that  it  request  Congress  to  re- 
lieve it  from  showing  the  values  of  said  properties  by  states ;  and. 

Whereas,  it  is  desirable  and  vital  that  such  valuation  shall 
be  shown  separately  by  states  in  order  that  state  regulatory 
bodies  may  have  a  basis  for  the  fixing  of  rates  and  regulations  of 
railroad  companies  within  the  state. 

Resolved,  That  the  Twenty-fourth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Colorado  now  in  session  expresses  its  view  that  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  should  show  as  to  each  inter- 
state carrier  the  value  of  its  property  in  each  of  the  several  states 
in  which  the  property  exists,  and  that  no  change  in  the  law  to 
sanction  failure  to  make  such  showing  ought  to  be  sought  or  made ; 
and, 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
mailed  to  each  United  States  Senator  and  each  member  of  Con- 
gress from  Colorado.

"No  law  shall  extend  the  term  of  any  public  officer,  or  in- 
crease or  diminish  his  salary  or  emoluments,  after  his  election 
or  appointment,  as  fixed  by  legislative  enactment. "

sirous of  voting  for  or  against  said  amendment,  shall  deposit  in
